at 8:53 p. in., broke in two at Way view 
station, about six miles from thiy city, 
last night 
The two sections came to- 


gether and a terrible wreck resulted. 
It is reported that several persons were 
killed or injiwed, how many can not as 
yet be learned. 


An engine has arrived from the sceua 


of the wreck, bringing a man who haa 
lost an arm. 
He was immediately put 


under the influence of ether, and no 
particulars could be learned from him. 


The railroad men refuse to say a 


word about the wreck. 
Reporters and 


physicians Dave been sent from this 
city and the l»spitals have been noti- 
fied to prepare- tor a number of patients. 
Reporters could not obtain transporta- 
tion from the railroad company, and 
were obliged to go to the scene by horse 
and buggy, thus greatly delaying newi 
of the accident. 


Tho latest report places tho number 


of killed at ten. Tho train was run- 
ning at a high rate of speed to make up 
lost time when the break 
occurred. 


The front part of the train, consisting 
of the engine, tender, smoker and two 
day coaches, was quickly brought to a 
stop. 


Tho rear portion, consisting of five 


heavy Pullman cars, came down the 
grade at full speed, and dashed into tho 
second day coach. The coach was thrust 
upward by tho greater weight of the 
Pullman, and now lies on top of the 
Pullman. The Pullman teles<>>ped the 
first day coach. The day coaches wore 
full of passengers, and the loss ot life 
and limb is probably very large.
